Another race 
through town

A new race will wind 
around Cohasset this fall. 

The Board of Selectmen 
narrowly approved the “South 
Shore ‘Three Beach Mini- 
mum’ Half-Marathon” for 
Saturday, Sept. 27 at 8 a.m. 

While the board voted 4-1 
in favor, it was after a lengthy 
discussion on the race’s po- 
tential impact on the town. 
The selectmen have been 
planning to hold a discus- 
sion on what types of events 
to allow in the future. 

The half-marathon was 
proposed by Scituate resident 
John Donlon as a fundraiser 
for the American Liver Foun- 
dation. 

Donlon said the race, which 
starts at Nantasket Beach in

Hull and will take runners 
along Atlantic Avenue and 
Jerusalem Road in Cohasset, 
then back up to Hull, will 
also benefit the Cohasset Ed- 
ucation Fund and Cohasset 
Food Pantry, in addition to 
Wellspring in Hull. 

“In designing this race and 
course, I worked hard to min- 
imize the impact on the town,” 
said Donlon, adding that he 
worked alongside Cohasset 
Acting Police Chief William 
Quigley, Fire Chief Robert Silvia 
and Department of Public 
Works director Carl Sestito. 

Donlon also said that he was 
“sensitive” to the fact that the se- 
lectmen are “probably over- 
whelmed with requests” from 
various oiganizations wanting to 
hold races in town, knowing 
the board has held past discus-

Kindergarten enrollment 
is a little lower in Cohasset 
this year. 

Superintendent Barbara 
Cataldo gave the School Com- 
mittee an enrollment update 
during the Wednesday night 
meeting. So far, there are 106 
kindergarteners enrolled; 93 
full-day students and 16 half- 
day. 

If the numbers hold steady, 
the Osgood School will have 
sue kindergarten classes, four 
with 22 students and two 
with 24. 



Osgood Principal Bob 
LeCount said that having 20 
students per classroom is ide- 
al, and he prefers to “cap it at 
22.” 

Last year, kindergarten en- 
rollment spiked at 130, caus- 
ing the school district to hire 
a seventh kindergarten 
teacher in August, just a few 
weeks before the school year 
started. 

Now last year’s kinder- 
garteners are entering first 
grade, which is a class of 136 
for the 2014-2015 school year. 

Cataldo said that if there is 
no change in kindergarten

Like many teenagers, 
Karelle Reid, 16, of Brain- 
tree loves rock bands. Un- 
like many of her peers, how- 
ever, she suffers from debili- 
tating health conditions: 
Karelle has both mitochon- 
drial disease and congenital 
muscular dystrophy, a dis- 
ease that recently killed her 
mother’s cousin. 

Although she has been 
able to walk for most of her 
life, at this point she is rely- 



ing more and more upon 
her wheelchair, although 
she would rather use a 
scooter. 

Between losing a family 
member, growing more 
tired from her condition, 
and turning 16, it’s been a 
“rough year so far” for 
Karelle, said MDA 
fundraising coordinator 
Erin Yoder Logue. 

Despite her disease, 
Karelle lives an active life as 
a student and ambassador 
to the local chapter of the 
Muscular Dystrophy Asso- 
ciation (MDA) of Rhode Is- 
land and Southeastern New 
England, attending local 
events to spread awareness 
and help fundraise. 

Logue was touched by 
KareUe’s story and wanted

Motorist drives off 
after hitting gas pump

- A 6l-year-old Marshfield 
woman is being sum- 
monsed to court for leaving 
the scene of an accident af- 
ter causing property dam- 
age and with a red light vio- 
lation following investiga- 
tion of a accident involving 
a gas pump at the Stop & 
Shop gas station on Route 
3A on Tuesday morning 
(July 29). 

Police said the attendant 
reported that a 2004 Toy- 
ota Camry had pulled in the 
wrong way so it was facing 
the gas pumps the wrong 
way. The attendant told the 
woman, who was driving, to 
turn around and when she 
did, she rear-ended a 
pump, denting it and 
knocking it askew. 

She immediately took off 
out of the gas station and 
ran the red light in front of 
Stop & Shop before head- 
ing north toward Hingham. 
Police reviewed security 
footage at the gas station 
and could see the car’s reg- 
istration and were able to 
identify the owner through 
the Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles database. They were 
also able to confirm that 
the registered owner was 
the one driving. 

The accident caused in ex- 
cess of $250 in damage to the 
gas pump.

Au pairs provide 
childcare and more

Across the South Shore, 
more and more families are 
turning to au pairs to assist 
with childcare. Au pairs are 
young people, usually from 
other countries, who, in ex- 
change for room and board 
as well as a stipend, live with 
local families for a year and 
provide 45 flexible hours of 
childcare per week. In addi- 
tion to often being a much 
more cost-efficient alterna- 
tive to full-time nanny care 
or day care, au pairs offer a 
unique cultural experience. 

Nancy McDonald, local 
childcare coordinator of Cul- 
tural Care Au Pair, an 
agency based in Cambridge, 
helps families in Cohasset 
and other nearby towns find 
a suitable au pair for their 
specific family. 

When searching for candi- 
dates, she said “we look for 
[young people] with child- 
care experience, who is flexi- 
ble and dependable and 
have the desire to live in an 
immersion situation and im- 
prove their English.” She 
added that au pairs are a vi- 
able option “for families who 
are looking for more than 
just an American babysitter 
situation.” 

One such family includes 
Charlotte and James Bodell, 
who have two sons, Wes, age 
8, and Charlie, age 6, who 
welcomed Max Weisemann 
of Germany into their home 
in July 2013. 

“You have someone here 
to help out and to care for 
[the kids] if something 
comes up; you have some- 
one to take care of it. It’s nice 
to have that consistency,”

said Mrs. Bodell, “It makes 
everything so much easier.” 

When looking for an au 
pair, the Bodells had certain 
qualifications in mind. 
“[With] sports and piano 
lessons, there’s a lot of driv- 
ing around. Chauffeuring 
was a big responsibility,” said 
Mr Bodell. “Competent driv- 
ing” was an important factor 
when looking for au pairs, 
which can be sometimes dif- 
ficult to come by since ob- 
taining a driver’s license in 
Europe can be difficult and 
expensive. 

They also sought an au 
pair who had younger sib- 
lings, and was, therefore, ex- 
perienced in interacting 
with children; Max is the 
second-oldest of five sib- 
lings. They also wanted to a 
male, who could “play at 
[Wes and Charlie’s] level,” 
said Mr. Bodell.

Said Max of his decision to 
be an au pair for a year, “I 
was looking for an abroad 
experience in my gap year 
between high school and 
college and I like to work 
with kids.” 

By having an au pair from 
a foreign country, Wes and 
Charlie were exposed to cus- 
toms that they ordinarily 
would not have experienced. 
For instance, as per a Ger- 
man Christmastime tradi- 
tion, they put their shoes 
outside on December 6th to 
soon find them filled with 
candy. 

They were also exposed to 
a whole new world of 
sweets. “A good thing about 
having a German au pair is 
you can have German Nutel- 
la and candy,” proclaimed 
Wes. Max has also made 
other kinds of traditional 
German food, such as 



spinach meatballs; some 
dishes received more ac- 
claim than others. On the 
flip side, the Bodells were 
the first to introduce Max to 
peanut butter. 

But children and parents 
are not the only ones to ben- 
efit. “The best part about be- 
ing an au pair is that you get 
to meet a variety of people 
from all over the world who 
are experiencing the same 
thing," said Max, “it is easy to 
meet fun people." 

There is a Facebook 
group, which au pairs in this 
area can join and meet one 
another, forging friendships 
between young people from 
all over the world, including 
Sweden, South Africa, and 
Argentina, fostering a strong 
sense of community. 

Being an au pair in the 
United States also selves as 
an opportunity to refine 



English-speaking skills; Max 
studied English starting in 
second grade, all the way 
through high school, but 
found it a completely differ- 
ent experience to speak it 
every day in a practical set- 
ting than learning it in a 
classroom. On the other 
hand, Max has taught Wes 
and Charlie some German; 
together they made their 
own German dictionary out 
of construction paper. 

As Mr. Bodell put it, “[Max 
is] here <is part of the family, 
but also to have an experi- 
ence." Added Mis. Bodell, 

"It’s our responsibility to 
make accommodations to let 
Max have as many experi- 
ences as possible,” including 
the ability to travel and par- 
ticipate in uniquely Ameri- 
can events such as prom. 

Said Mr. Bodell, having an 
au pair “it is very much 
like.. .having a young adult 
in the house... but without 
the had parts. He’s never 
moody or disrespectful.” The 
Bodells said that Max will 
often join in family events 
and outings, but also "has 
his own stuff going on.” 

Wes and Charlie adore 
Max. “He’s the best,” said 
Charlie, and Wes added, 
“He’s fun and talented,” and 
they listed off everything 
they’ve done together, like 
“coloring contests,” playing 
Mario Kart, putting on their 
own puppet shows, and 
making a huge, 6-foot-tall 
snowman last winter. 

“Luang with the Bodells is 
the best thing that could 
have happened to me be- 
cause they are veiy kind 
people, very flexible, easy go- 
ing, generous and their chil- 
dren are the best host kids 
ever — I love them,” com- 
mented Max. He added, 

“this was the best year of my 
life so far."

People watching 

Suffice it to say that we have been back and forth to Logan 
Airport more times that we care to count this summer. Bat- 
tling Boston traffic from the South Shore - even at “off-peak" 
times is a punishment that we do not wish on our worst ene- 
my. 

However, trips to the airport - while waiting for flights with 
family to arrive or depart - provided us with the rare opportu- 
nity to “people watch.” 

i We have been around long enough to recall when pedicures

Mark Fisher challenges the GOP

Republicans are divided 
here in Massachusetts just 
as much as the GOP at the 
national level. You just don’t 
hear about it, because few 
pay much attention to Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans. 

They are divided between 
old-line moderates and tea 
party zealots, between liber- 
tarians and religious conser- 
vatives, between big busi- 
ness and small business, be- 
tween pragmatists and 
purists and — on next 
month’s primary ballot — 
between Charlie Baker and 
Mark Fisher. 

There have been disagree- 
ments over style and tactics 
in the tiny Republican cau- 
cus on Beacon Hill. There 
has been tension behind 
closed doors at GOP state 
committee meetings. 
Richard Tisei, the Republi- 
cans’ best shot at breaking 
into the state’s Congression- 
al delegation, boycotted the 
state GOP convention earli- 
er this year after tea party 
delegates put anti-abortion 
and anti-same-sex-marriage 
language into the party plat- 
form. 

But for all their differ- 
ences, there’s just one con- 
test for the GOP nomina- 
tion for statewide offices on 
the Sept. 9 primary ballot — 
Fisher versus Baker for gov- 
ernor. And if party insiders 
had their way, there would 
be no choice in that race. 



Fisher is different from the other 
candidates for governor, in his 
background and on the issues. 

He owns a small business — a metal 
manufacturing company in Auburn 
with just seven employees 



“Karyn Polito (now Bak- 
er’s running mate), Ryan 
Fattman (a Worcester Coun- 
ty rep now running for state 
Senate) and Chanel Prunier 
(a GOP national committee 
member) all came down to 
my office to try to talk me 
out of running,” Fisher said 
in an interview last week. 
They didn’t succeed, nor did 
some vote-counting 
shenanigans at the party 
convention. After Fisher 
sued party officials, they 
caved and put his name on 
the ballot. 

Fisher is different from 
the other candidates for 
governor, in his background 
and on the issues. He owns 
a small business — a metal 
manufacturing company in 
Auburn with just seven em- 
ployees. He has never 
worked in government and 
never run for office. 

Fisher is a critic of gov- 
ernment social programs, 
but he readily admits he had 
to collect unemployment 
checks more than once. 
When he speaks of immi- 
gration, it’s as someone who 
has hired immigrants — al- 
ways checking their status 
through the federal E-Verify 
system — and works with 
them every day. In a year 
when all the candidates are 
promising to make better 
use of vocational high 
schools and community col- 
leges to train the next gen- 



eration of skilled craftspeo- 
ple, Fisher speaks with an 
authority his opponents 
can’t match. 

Unlike the others, Fisher 
doesn’t worry about climate 
change, he said. Baker and 
the three Democrats run- 
ning for governor consider 
health care to be a right, he 
said, while he files health 
care as part of the “pursuit 
of happiness.” 

If your pursuit of happi- 
ness includes a visit to a 
casino, though, Fisher 
would rather you not find it 
in Massachusetts. He com- 
pares his position to the 
strenuous opposition of De- 
mocrat Don Berwick, prov- 
ing there is common ground 
between nanny state liberals 
and lifestyle police conser- 
vatives. 

Fisher is running against 
Baker — he says Gov. Deval 
Patrick referred to Baker as 
his “identical twin” — and 
against the leadership of his 
own party. He’s upset that 
the state party gave an 
award to former Republican 
Gov. Bill Weld, who admit- 
ted he had voted for Presi- 
dent Barack Obama. 

“Republicans here don’t 
run against Democrats,” he 
said. “They run as Democ- 
rats.” 

He points to the Democ- 
rats’ domination of elected 
offices and the defeats of 
Republicans in recent con- 



tests as proof that strategy 
doesn’t work. He noted that 
300,000 Republicans 
stayed home rather than 
vote for GOP U.S. Senate 
nominee Gabriel Gomez in 
last year’s special election. 

So Fisher doesn’t tailor 
his positions to win over lib- 
eral independents. He rails 
against excessive taxes and 
regulations. He blames the 
state’s financial problems on 
welfare cheats and illegal 
immigrants. He promises to 
withhold state aid from any 
municipality that declares 
itself a “sanctuary city.” He 
calls the “tea party Republi- 
can” label he wears “a badge 
of honor.” 

And he does it all with a 
smile on his face. Fisher’s 
tea party constituents may 
be angry, but he is as con- 
genial as any candidate I’ve 
met on the trail. 

Insiders assume Baker is 
the prohibitive front-runner 
for the Republican nomina- 
tion, and the Baker cam- 
paign seems to be ignoring 
the primary completely. 

Fisher said he hopes to 
surprise Baker Sept. 9 the 
way little-known tea party 
challenger Dave Brat un- 
seated U.S. House Majority 
Leader Eric Cantor in Vir- 
ginia. If he can get enough 
conservatives to pay atten- 
tion, he just might.

Pole hearings continued again 

The Board of Selectmen voted to continue two pole hearings, which were continued from the board’s July 1 meet- 
ing. The hearings - one for poles on Cedar Street, the other for Jerusalem Road - are continued to the board’s next 
meeting: Tuesday, August 19 at 7:10 and 7:20 p.m. 

The requests for new poles were filed by the Massachusetts Electric Company and Verizon New England, Inc. Due 
to concerns from neighbors, the selectmen asked the companies to explore alternatives to new poles, including trim- 
ming or taking down trees. A Verizon rep agreed to confer with Cohasset’s tree warden before coming back to the 
board in two weeks. 

Selectmen chair Diane Kennedy explained why the pole hearings continue to be continued. 

“I don’t think we’re in a position to approve any of these poles tonight," she told the Verizon reps at the meeting. 
“Sorry this keeps going on and on, but we want to make sure we’re doing this right, and address die concerns of resi- 
dents and this board... Let’s do this again and see where we can go.”

From the Greek polis to Cohasset Town Meeting 
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KEVIN MCCARTHY 

The Ancient Greeks con- 
ceived of man and his orienta- 
tion to society very differently 
than we do today. Greek socie- 
ty, or what they called their po- 
lls, was the central animating 
focus of human life. The polls 
preceded and gave meaning to 
individual lives. Grecian 
democracy was infused with 
the perspective that a person’s 
individual life was inseparable 
from his participation in gov- 
ernment and public affairs. 
Modem notions of personal 
freedom as well as our focus 
on individualism accompa- 
nied by less emphasis on civic 
duty would be very foreign 
and not welcome in Ancient 
Athens. Aristotle character- 



ized man as a "political ani- 
mal," meaning that it was the 
polis that provided purpose 
and direction to human life 
and that one naturally partici- 
pated in civic life in order to 
live the "good life.” 

I believe there is a good 
measure of truth in the An- 
cient view that human life 
lacks significant meaning if it 
does not involve engagement 
in public affairs either through 
active participation or by sup- 
porting the participation of 
others - or even just making 
yourself aware and knowl- 
edgeable about the society you 
live in and discussing it with 
others. I call this the “pull of 
the polis” and I believe that ig- 
noring this natural tendency 
leads to a certain vacancy of 
spirit and emptiness that can- 
not be fulfilled by overwrought 
materialism or narcissistic 
selfishness. 

While the Greeks may have 
over emphasized the role of 
society or the polis in defining 



human existence we Modems 
may have gone equally over- 
board in our worship of per- 
sonal freedom and the relent- 
less pursuit of self-interest 
Sartre quite well illuminated 
how nauseating narcissism 
can be when we are adrift in 
existential loneliness. No man 
or woman is an island. 

The truth probably lies 
somewhere between the two 
opposing views. But if the 
Greeks had a measure of truth 
in their worldview then we 
cannot avoid it no matter how 
hard we try. Being part of 
something larger than our- 
selves is an essential element 
in defining ourselves. At the 
least, a moderate and reason- 
ably active role in society is es- 
sential to personal fulfillment, 
meaning and the good life - 
no matter howyou define it 

Achieving a natural balance 
between our individual selves 
and the society around us is 
fundamentally a moral issue. 
And moral issues really cannot

be avoided - no matter how 
hard we tiy through our end- 
less array of modem trinkets 
and distractions. Moral issues 
involve doing the right thing 
and we cannot be happy or 
lead a good life without believ- 
ing we are doing right We are 
moral beings at least as much 
as we are political animals. We 
could not to live a moral life 
without dvic engagement 
And again, if morality is an in- 
herent part of our nature then 
we cannot ignore moral ques- 
tions. In the “Inferno,” Dante 
reserved the lowest and loneli- 
est rung of existence for those 
who, in times of moral crisis, 
remain indifferent - in feet, af- 
ter they die, these sad souls are 
not allowed into either Heav- 
en or Hell - even Satan does 
not want them. 

The Greeks considered the 
perfect size of a polis to be 
around 10,000 citizens. They 
believed that democracy 
works best when everyone 
knows or at least recognizes 
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everyone else - and when 
common matters could be 
readily understood by all citi- 
zens. 

Cohasset is approximately 
the ideal size of an Ancient 
Greek polis. While I do not 
think Cohasset should become 
a Greek polis I do think that a 
large part of what makes us 
sped al is that we are a relative- 
ly small New England town 
that is governed directly by the 
people through Town Meet- 
ing, which is the central or- 
ganizing prindpal of our 
democracy. We have been 
practidng direct dtizen con- 
trolled town meeting style of 
government for some 400 
years. Our traditions of active 
dtizen partidpation in all as- 
pects of our political and civic 
life remain robust and active. 

If you happen to hear that 
bell of dvic duty or the “pull of 
the polis,” it is not your imagi- 
nation. In feet, I believe it is 
very real and important - 
maybe even morally impera- 



tive. Don’t be shy to jump into 
public or dvic life and make a 
difference - it’s natural to do 
so. There are many town com- 
mittee, board, dvic, charitable 
and recreational organizations 
active in Cohasset We are tru- 
ly blessed to have the rich dvic 
life and opportunities to par- 
ticipate in something larger 
than our individual selves that 
we have in Cohasset It’s a rare 
and sped al gift from the tradi- 
tions of our past and we 
should protect support and 
pass on our values of active 
dvic engagement to those who 
follow us.

Saving our lobster industry 



COASTAL CAUCUS 

We, the members of the 
Massachusetts Coastal Cau- 
cus, recently learned that 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra- 
tion (NOAA) issued new 
regulations for Atlantic 
Large Whale Take Reduc- 
tion Plan. Recognizing that 
the regulations would un- 
necessarily impose signifi- 
cant, negative consequences 
on our lobster industry and 
lobstermen, we write to 
urge NOAA to reconsider 
the proposed regulations. 

We understand the need 
to balance the economic 
needs of a vibrant fishing 
fleet with the protection of 
our whale population from 
potential ship strikes 
and/or entanglements. In 
fact, our lobstermen have 
been at the forefront na- 
tionally to take p Atective 
measures to protect whales 
from entanglement and vir- 
tually eliminate whale fatal- 
ities. As a result of existing 
measures the right whale 
population, for example, 
grew from an estimated 
263 animals in 1996 to over 
450 in 2009. We must con- 
tinue to protect whales, but 
we can do this without 
jeopardizing numerous 
businesses and fishing 
livelihoods. 

The recent NOAA regula- 
tions will unnecessarily 
cripple the ability of our 
fishing fleet to harvest our 
waters for seafood. Of par- 
ticular concern, the pro- 
posed regulations include a 
closure of Cape Cod and 
Massachusetts Bays to lob- 
ster fishing from January 
1st through April 30th. This 
would force our lobstermen 
to pull out traps as early as 
November ahead of the 
busy Christmas season, a 
time of year when lobster- 
men earn a substantial por- 
tion of their income and 
weather conditions elevate 
safety risks for lobstermen 
removing gear. We have

learned from lobstermen 
that in practice the plan is 
going to create a six-month 
closure of the resource area, 
as it will take one month to 
remove lobster traps and 
another month to safely re- 
place traps to their original 
fishing grounds. In addi- 
tion, the plan could also 
create a dangerous and im- 
practical “race” to return 
lobster pots beginning on 
May 1st — dangerous be- 
cause limited time and fi- 
nancial considerations will 
encourage fishermen to 
overload boats to speed de- 
livery of traps; impractical 
because Massachusetts 
ports do not possess suffi- 
cient dock infrastructure to 
support such an all-at-once 
return of traps. This new 
plan singles out Massachu- 
setts for a draconian closure 
while leaving ever other 
state on the East Coast 
alone. 

Along with the closure, 
the plan would eliminate 
the long held practice of 
fishing single traps and 
lines. The plan requires lob- 
stermen to lock up three or 
more traps, leading to sig- 
nificant safety hazards for 
many of our fishermen who 
may have boats not large 
enough to allow for a crew 
to comply with this rule. 
The rule will have the prac- 
tical effect of putting many 
lobstermen out of business 
because they cannot afford 
a larger boat or the over- 
head of added crewmem- 
bers. We believe a thought- 
ful plan can protect whales 
without harming our Mas- 
sachusetts Lobstermen. 

Last week, members of 
our Massachusetts Coastal 
Caucus met with members 
from our Federal Delega- 
tion as well as staff from the 
Attorney General’s Office 
and Division of Marine 
Fisheries. After hearing all 
of the facts we believe this 
federal plan is significantly 
flawed and based on incom- 
plete science. Fortunately, 



we understand that our Di- 
vision of Marine Fisheries is 
in the process of supplying 
NOAA with more accurate 
information. We hope that 
after reviewing the addi- 
tional scientific findings 
from the Division of Marine 
Fisheries, NOAA will recon- 
sider their decision on some 
of these issues. To allow the 
new rule to stand will be 
detrimental to Massachu- 
setts fishermen and our 
economy, while achieving 
no real conservation bene- 
fits. 

This week, lobstermen 
took precious time from 
their businesses to come 
and speak with us, and 
drive home the impact of 
this rule on their liveli- 
hoods. We understand the 
sacrifice they made by tak- 
ing a day off from work to 
share their stories, and we 
stand with them in their ef- 
forts to preserve their way 
of life.

GUNS (H 4876) 

House 123-30, Senate 37-3, approved and sent to Gov. Patrick a bill making changes in the statefe gun laws. A hey provision establishes a standardized process for detamining the suitability of 
individuals applying for a Firearms Identification (FID) card. If the local police chief determines an individual is unsuitable for a HD ca^ the chiefis required to file a written petition in court that 
will ultimately detnmine the applicantfe suitability. A determination of unsuitability must be based on reliable, articulable and credible information that the appUcant could potentially create a risk 
to public safety. 

Other provisions require gun dealers to obtain a CORI criminal background check for prospective employees; increase the fine for Mure to report a lost or stolen firearm; require school dis- 
tricts todnrlop^aiM to addiw the mental health needs of Uiefe students; require at least two houn of siridde awareness and prevention tiTuning every three years fo 

nel; increase the penalty for carrying a firearm on school grounds; and allow the purchase of self-defense sprays like Maoe and pepper spray without a license. Massachusetts is the only state that 
requires an FID Card to carry these sprays. 

Supporters said this comprehensive proposal is a well-balanced update of current gun laws that will protect the fundamental right to bear aims while taking action to eliminate firearm violence 
in the state. 

Opponents said the bill goes too far by infringing on the rights oflawfal gun owners and imposing unfunded mandates on schools.

HEROIN (H 4001) 

House 151-1, Senate 38-5, overrode Gov. Deval Rrtrick's veto of an increase from 20 to 30 years in the maximum sentence for trafficking between 18 and 99 grams of heroin. 

Supporters said there is an epidemic on the streets and these dealers are killing people. They said it is time to give out harsher sentences. 

In his veto message, the governor said he vetoed the hike because it “imposes disproportionate maximum penalties.*

SUPER PACS(H 4866) 

House M2-10, Senate 3S-t approved and sent to the governor a measure raising from (500 to $1,000 fire maximiun individuals can contribute to any one candidate in a calendar year, begin- 
ning in January 2015. The measure also requires super Political Action Committees (PACs) to release to the Offioe of Campaign and Political Finance the names of their contributors within seven 
days of running an ad and within 24 hours starting 10 dtys before a primary or general election. Another provision requires the names of the PACb top five contributors who donate over $ 5,000 to 
be revealed in any ad it airs. 

These PACs are created to help candidates and are often run by the candidate's former staffers or associates who use the PAC to fond positive ads about the candidate and/or negative ads against 
the candidate's opponents. A ca n di d ate's own committee's contributions are limited by federal law but super PACs can legally accept unlimited donations. 

The bill was filed in response to a Supreme Court decision ruling that the First Amendment prohibits the government from restricting corporations, unions and individuals from donating un- 
limited funds to PACs that do not donate directly to candidates or political parties. Critics say the decision has led to corporations, unions and wealthy individuals contributing hundreds of millions 
of dollars to PACs and having an undue influence on elections that is drowning out the voices of everyday Americans. Supporters of the ruling hail it as a victory for freedom of speech. 

Another provision requires, begi nn i n g in 2015, that the voter guides mailed to dtiiens prior to an election include a note written by the governor's Executive Office of A d m i n istration and Fi- 
nance (A&F) explaining the fiscal consequences on state and municipal government finances if a ballot question is approved. 

Supporters of the bill said that while the state cannot overrule the Supreme Court, it can ensure that voters are regularly informed who is funding these influential PACs. 

Some opponents said the bill does not go far enough on several counts to make true campaign finance reforms and noted it still allows unions to contribute excessive money to campaigns. Oth- 
ers said the provision requiring AScF to include a statement on each ballot question would make it more difficult to pass almost any ballot question since a governor could direct his A&F Secretary 
to write a biased, unfair one-sided note to help kill the question.

House 150-0. Senate 40-0. approved and sent to the governor a bill milting rhjmgK in tfu» regnlstirai nflnral Krauting mithnritirs. Provisions include establishing performance benchmarks, re- 
quiring training for board members and executive directors, requiring an annual report from each authority, mandating annual audits by independent auditors and allowing a tenant a seat on all 
local boards. 

Supporters said the bill would increase transparency, accountability and efficiency and establish new roles for tenants in the governing of their local bousing authority.

House 119-33, approved (Senate approved on a voice vote without a roD call) and sent to the governor a bill filed in response to the recent US. Supreme Court’s ruling that struck down a 2007 
Massachusetts law that estab l is h ed a 35-foot protest-free buffer zone at reproductive health care centers. The measure authorizes law enforcement officials to issue a written order mandating im- 
mediate withdrawal of anyone who substantially “impedes" access to a facility entrance or driveway. The individuals must then remain at least 25 feet from the facility's entrances and driveways for 
a maximum of eight hours. 



Opponents said proponents should abide by the Supreme Court ruling and not look for ways to rush through a bill that tries to get around the court’s decision They argued the bill takes away 
the rights of protesters

DOMESTIC VIOLENCE (S 2884) 

House 152-0, approved (Senate approved on a voice vote without a roll call) and aent to Gov. Patrick a bill that would require employers with 50 or more employees to allow workers who are 
victims of domestic violence, stalking or sexual assault to take a paid or unpaid annual 15-day leave of abaence to address court, housing, health and other issues arising from the incident Another 
key provision would prohibit the use of an ‘accord and satisfaction* agreement in domestic violence case*. These agreements allow the courts to dismiss a domestic violence charge over the prose- 
cuturs objection if the victim acknowledges in writing that he or she has signed an out-of-court private agreement with the offender. 

Other provisions create a new charge for a first offense of domestic assault and delay bail for domestic violence offenders by six hours, allowing victims an opportunity to find a aafe place and 
get the necessary help. 

Another provision requires local police departments to withhold from their public reports all the information about domestic violence all e ga tions including the identity of the person arrested 
on these charges . Supporter* said this is designed to protect the confidentiality of domestic violence victims. Opponent*, led by Robert Ambrogi. executive director of the Massachusetts Newspa- 
per Publishers Association, said this wuuld in feet violate freedom of the press and protect the alleged perpetrator by hiding his or her name. 

Supporters said this long overdue bill is a critical step toward protectira victims of domestic abuse They argued it is time to ensure that victims don't have to choose between dealing with prob- 
fc uin their assault and losing then jobs becauae of excess absences. They also noted that Massachusetts is the only state that still shows "accord and satisfaction'' agreements and argued ban- 
on^ these would protect victims from being victimized again by being ooerced into signing one.

Selectmen make 
more appointments

Most of the town committee 
appointments have been made 
for Fiscal Year 2015, which 
started on July 1; however, 
the Board of Selectmen has 
continued to make a few ap- 
pointments into August, with 
a few seats still lingering. 

During the Tuesday, Au- 
gust 5 meeting, the board 
unanimously approved four 
appointments: Diane Benson 
to the Board of Registrars, a 
three-year term ending in 
2017; reappointing Rick 
Schiffman to the Cable Advi- 
sory Board for another one- 
year term; Merle Brown, also 
to Cable Advisory for another 
year; and Peter Wood in an al- 
ternate two-year seat on the 
Cohasset Common Historic 
District. 

Selectmen chair Diane 
Kennedy said that last year, 
Brown was given a three-year 
term; however upon exam- 
ining committees and their 
terms with Town Clerk Carol 
St. Pierre, it was discovered 
that the Cable Advisory seats 
are one-year positions only. 
The board voted to re-set 
Brown to a one-year seat in- 
stead. 

There were three seats for 
the Community Preservation 
Committee (CPC) that the se- 
lectmen discussed, but never 
voted on during the meeting. 

The nine-member CPC has 
three open positions that are 
filled by representatives from 
other town boards; the three 
seats are for Planning Board, 
Historic Commission and 
Conservation Commission 
representatives. 

The chairmen from each of 
these boards chose the person 
to fill the three-year term: 
Michael Dickey from Plan- 
ning; Todd Goff from His- 



toric; and Alexander Koines 
from the ConCom. 

Kennedy said after the 
meeting that the plan is to 
take up these appointments at 
the next selectmen meeting 
(Tuesday, August 19). 

Meanwhile, the board had a 
brief discussion on swearing in 
committee members. Select- 
man Karen Quigley reminded 
those that have yet to take the 
oath at Town Hall that they 
need to do so; this also goes for 
those being reappointed to 
boards they’ve served on pre- 
viously. 

"You have to be sworn in 
every time you’re appointed,” 
said Quigley. 

Kennedy said that St Pierre 
is on top of this, and knows 
which members need to do 
this. The selectmen chair also 
mentioned that the ethics 
exam all board members are 
required to take is changing 
this fall, and she was thinking 
perhaps those who have yet to 
take it could hold off for the 
new version. 

Town Counsel Paul DeRen- 
sis said that he’s been advised 
to use the current test in the 
meantime. DeRensis also 
shared some guidance on the 
selectmen’s role in oversee- 
ing committees, and encour- 
aged the board to reach out to 
more folks in the community 
to join town boards. 

"You’ve got to have an active 
recruitment” effort, said 
DeRensis. 

Selectman Kevin McCarthy 
agreed. “One of the main func- 
tions of the board of selectmen 
is to create civic involvement,” 
he said. “We are laying plans 
to do that,” he added, referring 
to the board’s goals and ob- 
jectives discussion last week. 
“We need to continue with 
the organizational efforts... 
We are the leaders; we should 
do that.”

WAREHAM - WhUe the 
Wareham Gatemen may be 
closing out a second consecu- 
tive disappointing year, their 
summer camp for kids en- 
joyed its third-straight sum- 
mer as one of the best on the 
Cape League.

to now? I said, ‘120.’ He said, 
‘Can I borrow some? We only 
have six here.’ Things are going 
real good.” 

“When I got here, it was 
sort of one or two drills and 
then the kids scrimmaged all 
day,” he added. “I said, that’s 
not going to fly with me. We 
want to teach them baseball.” 

The ever-expanding pro- 
gram now consists of a trio of 
two-week stints that are ac- 
companied by a different 
group of youngsters each time. 
Borges separates the groups by 
a pair of talent-flexible age 



brackets and develops a myr- 
iad of lessons to teach, all de- 
pendent upon the ability of the 
group at hand. The lessons 
are taught by the talented col- 
legiate ballplayers of the Ware- 
ham Gatemen, preferably 
those who have experience in 
the field. 

“When the players arrive for 
the summer, I ask, Who’s good 
with kids and likes working 
with them?” Borges said. “The 
ones that want to do this raise 
their hand and we find an ap- 
propriate spot for them.” 

While he’s seen his share of 



big leaguers-to-be come and 
go, Borges stays even-keel, 
not getting caught up in the 
hype. That declaration rang 
true until a visit to Fenway 
Park on July 15 for the Cape 
Cod Baseball Leagues annu- 
al Scout Day. 

Stepping onto the confines 
of one of baseball’s most ma- 
jestic ballparks for the first 
time, the coach resembled 
some of his wide-eyed 
campers, hanging back at 
Pesky’s Pole wearing a per- 
manent grin and taking great 
enjoyment as his team took to 
hollowed grounds. 

“For years, children who 
were friends with my kids 
growing up, their parents 
would always ask me, ‘Can 
you help my kid out with base- 
ball?’ I always just did it for 
free. I just loved being around 
the game. So to spend my 
summers doing this, it’s a 
dream come true.” 

The Wareham Gatemen 
Youth Baseball Camp com- 
pleted its six-week, three-ses- 
sion stay this past Friday. The 
sessions ran from June 23 to 
July 4, July 7-18, and July 21 - 
Aug. 1.

Ahem named 
Brine All-American 

Middle schooler one of best lacrosse 
players in nation for age group

Madison Ahern, eighth 
grade star-in-the-making at 
Cohasset Middle School, is 
one of the nation’s best 
lacrosse players among her 
age group. 

The midfielder, who cele- 
brated her 13th birthday in 
June, was named to the 2014 
Brine Middle School All- 
American team. She played in 
the Brine National Lacrosse 
Classic from June 30 through 
July 3. 

The Brine Classic was a 
chance for the young player to 
mature. Madison said she 
“improved as a lacrosse play- 
er and as a person.” 

A lacrosse player since the 
third grade, Madison plays 
several days per week. She is 
a member of Mass. Elite, a 
club lacrosse program that 
allows young, talented players 
to hone their skills bv com- 
peting against teams along 
the East Coast. 

She also plays on the school 
team at Cohasset Middle 
School, where in the fall she 
plays field hockey and during 
the winter she plays basket- 
ball because she loves the 
balance of other sports. She 
also plays on a Cohasset Youth 
Lacrosse team in the spring. 

“I play or practice basically 
every day,” said Madison, who 
began comparing her winter 
versus summer schedule be- 
fore realizing each was equal- 
ly jampacked. 

To challenge herself fur- 
ther, Madison decided to try 
out for the Brine All-Ameri- 
can team this past spring. 

She traveled to Hofstra 
University in Hempstead, 
New, York, competed against 
200 other girls, with only six- 
teen spots available. Madi- 
son was content with simply 
the opportunity to measure 
her skills against some of the 
best players in the country. 
She was somewhat surprised 
when she made the first cut, 
which chopped the field of 
competitors down to 36. 

“Going in I wasn’t sure what 
to expect,” she said. “I’ve just 
heard so many good things 
about the players there... and 
when I got there they were re- 
ally, really good. I definitely 
wasn’t sure if I would make it, 
so I was very proud of making 
that first cut.” 

The second cut occurred 
after the Pride Games, a series 
of competitive matches played 
at North Shore High School 
in Long Island, N.Y. While the 
first tryout at Hofstra was 
predominantly skill drills, the 
Pride Games were more com- 
petitive. 

The competition was stiffer, 
too, but Ahern’s confidence 
was starting to grow.

“I was more confident after 
making the first cut,” she said, 
“but everyone at (the Pride 
Games) was so good.” 

The day after the Pride 
Games ended, Madison re- 
ceived an email informing 
her that she’d made the All- 
American team and was to 
compete in the Brine Na- 
tional Lacrosse Classic in 
Boyds, Maryland. Ahern 
would represent Long Island. 

The Brine Classic was a 
whirlwind oflacrosse-related 
events. 

Attendees underwent skills 
training to improve their of- 
fensive and defensive ten- 
dencies. They practiced with 
their individual teams. They 
interacted with other young, 
talented players. They went to 
award ceremonies and semi- 
nars on sports psychology 
and recruiting processes. 

“There was no down time 
at all,” Madison said. “At night 
I would just eat, shower and 
go right to bed.” 

Of course, there were 
games to be played, too. And 
Madison’s team shined. 

In the group stage, Long Is- 
land went 4-0, defeating 
Maryland 9-7, Florida 14-1, 
Colorado 14-5, and New Eng- 
land 12-4. In the knock-out 
stage, L.I. beat New Jersey to 
advance to the national cham- 
pionship game where, in a re- 
match of an earlier round 
game, Long Island’s reign of 
success was ended in a 10-2 
loss to Maryland. 

“I definitely didn’t expect to 
do so well,” Madison admit- 
ted. “The other kids were big- 
ger and stronger and older 
than me. There was a lot of 
pressure, but it was awesome. 

I was just living in the mo- 
ment. 

“I got to learn a lot of new 
things and I got a feel for the 
skill level of other players 
from all over the country,” 
said Madison. “I had com- 
peted against some of these 
girls playing for Mass. Elite, so 
when we played together 
here, we had a mutual re- 
spect for each other and we 
really jelled.” 

Going forward, Madison 
welcomes all challenges that 
will improve her game, espe- 
cially on defense. 

The humble Madison 
added, “I just want to make 
my high school team in two 
years.” 

Her odds seem pretty good.
